It was in Teference~ to these troops 


that General Washington made the 
following remarks at the house of 
Key, 
near Middleburg. Maryland. 


"My citizens—(deeply affected) 


I ajn about to leave your good 
land, your beautiful valley, your 
refreshing; itreams, and the blue 
hills of Maryland, which stretch 
before me. I cannot leave you, 
fellow citizens, without thanking- 
you, ag-arn and again for your 
kind greeting-, for the true and 
devoted 
friendship you 
have 


shown me. When the darkest 
hours of the revolution, of doubt 
and gloom, the succor and sup- 
port I received from the people 
of 
Frederick 
county 
always 


cheers me, it always awakes a re- 
sponsive echo in my breast, my 
heart is too full to say more. 
God bless you all." 


Pays For Substitute 


In this connection I copy the fol- 


lowing to show the rate of taxes 
charged in 1780 and a receipt for 
a substitute to serve m a militia 
company during the Revolutionary- 
War. 


"September 
1L', 1780 Then 
re- 


ceived of Mr. Richard Brawner the 
sum of seventy-nine pounds, twelve 
shillings and nine pence, for the 
purpose of luring a substitute for 
my company of militia to enlist 
during the war 


Rec's in full, 
John Shields." 


•Rec'd Sept 0. 1772, of Mr Rich- 


ard Brawuer the sum of nine shill- 
ings and ten pence sterling on two 
hundred and forty acres of land, 
which appears by G. Dickins, rest 
to be no more due till the next 
Michaelmas, for George Scott, like- 
w ise by G. Dickens next for Michael- 
mas, 1721 


Dated July 21st. 


Paul Hagerty." 


I herewith give a copy of Father 


Brutea's letter dated 1823 giving 
the details of the town as he was 
informed it was in 1786: 


Naming: Entmitsbure 


"Emmitsburg was a wood in 1786, 


when the Hughs came. The house 
of Mr. Jennings was the first built, 
not the present brick houie, but a 
small log house, now a back build- 
ing. 
The church was built in 1793, 


the land belonging originally to Mr! 
Carroll of Annapolis, and called 
Carrollsburg, it being in two parts, 
one lower in Maryland, one upper 
in Pennsylvania 
The meeting for 


giving a name to the town was held 
at Ockenswith's farm. Some were 
for Carrolltown, some for Emmits- 
burg which prevailed; it was about 
1786. 
The line of Pennsylvania was 


about 
three-fourths 
of

mile 


straight north of east on Gettys- 
burg road, but northwest much 
nearer. 
It passes the free George 


Smvally house, Chroniker still in 
Maryland and Mr. Little; but Pat- 
terson in Pennsylvania.

PASTOR DIES AT 


CHURCH PARTY 


Erie, Pa., Oct. 28 (AP)—Amid the 


gaiety of a children's Halloween 
party in St. John's Lutheran church, 
the Rev. Dr. Gustave Adolph Benze, 
75. pastor of the church 52 years, 
collapsed and died of a heart at- 
tack last night. 


He was born at Warren, Pa., one 


of the seven children of a clergy- 
man father. Three of his brothers 
also became Lutheran ministers. He 
became pastor of St. John's in 1891, 
succeeding his father who had held 
the charge since 1872. 


He was a graduate of Thiel col- 


lege and the Evangelical Lutheran 
seminary at Philadelphia. His first 
charge was at Corry, Pa. 


He was credited with founding 


several Lutheran churches in Erie 
as well as the first English church 
at Dunkirk, New York; St. Paul's at 
Farrell, Pa.; Grace at Conneaut, 
Ohio, and First English at Ashta- 
bula, Ohio. 
He was secretary of 


the examining committee of the 
Pittsburgh synod and of the Board 
of Northwestern Missions of the 
United 
Lutheran 
Churches 
in 


America.

a brother, the Rev. Leopold O. 
Benze. Cleveland. Funeral services 
will be held Saturday.

ON FOOD LOSS 


Wellington, Oct. 28 (AP)—Gov- 


ernment food losses running into 
hundreds ol thousands of pounds— 
including huge quantities of canned 
meat and fish, vegetables, and milk 


-have been reported quietly to con- 


gress by the 
Commodity 
Credit 


Corporation. 


The figures were turned over to 


the House Banking Committee by 
J B. Hutson, CCC chief, at the re- 
quest of Rep. Crawford fR-Mich), 
who sought the Information in con- 
nection with a bill to extend the 
CCC's life. 


The losses were attributed to such 


causes as rusty cans, flood damage, 
weevils and contamination 


Hutson explained that the report 


covered the conduct of lood procuie- 
ment programs for "some 50-odd 
claimant agencies, including lend- 
leasc"" by the Federal Surplus Com- 
modities Corporation for the period 
March. 1941, to Septemoer 30. 1943. 


In dollai 5 and cents, he figured 


the definitely-established losses at 
$641,426 on purchases amounting to 
53.193,438,311 
On top of that sum 


was an additional $177,379 listed as 
"marme losses" and "chargeable to 
lend-lease "

of the tortured continent, 
Ttio outstanding example of the 
moment is Yugoslavia, one of the 
world's bravest little nations, whose 
quarrel among brothers Is in the 
news again 
today, 
But volcanic 
rumblings in many other countries 
indicate a cornin* upheaval. 
The Europe which we knew before 
this war is on IU way out—In fact, 
It already has gone, and closed tile 
door behind it. 
We can t see yet 
whether it will be a better Europe, 
but It will be a rii/Icrent one 
Peril of Irater War*. 
Is there anything we can do about 
it? 
Not much, it seems, excepting 
to safeguard Hie country involved 
from outside interference during IU 
travail. 
Self-determ ination 
must 
take its course, so long as it is 
headed for democracy. 
Indeed, if 
any 
of 
the 
big 
three—America, 
Britain or Russia—should attempt 
to impose IU own political ideas it 
m ight produce an Allied rupture 
which would result in another war. 
A fair explanation of what sort of 
ferment is at work was given the 
other day by Premier Badoglio. 
He 
called the turn when he told the 
British *'Eighth Army News” publi­ 
cation: 
"People 
are 
excited 
and 
over­ 
wrought after the distress of w'ar. 
If conditions are too bari and they 
are witliout hope they turn to other 
presumed cures.'’ 
Guerrilla Quarrels 
Italy itself Is torn with political 
factions, even while the war tramples 
the peninsula. 
Som e want to get 
rid of the Royal house: others arc 
trying to shore up the shaky foun­ 
dations. 
Some desire a republic, 
and Communism has an active fol­ 
lowing. 
No man can foresee what 
will happen politically in Rome. 
In Yugoslavia even while the Ger­ 
mans are trying to destroy the coun­ 
try, we have a fierce quarrel be­ 
tween the forces of General Joslp 
(Drug Titoi Broz and tile army of 
General MthiUovlc. who is minister 
of war In young King Peter's gov­ 
ernment which now has its seat in 
Cairo. 'E ach accuses tile oilier of 
making fratricidal warfare. 
Drug 
Trio wears the emblems of Com­ 
munism, as do most of his troops. 
In 
neighboring 
Greece, 
native 
guerrilla armies are fighting each 
other despite tile fact that starvation 
ravages 
the 
country. 
Whatever 
form of 
government 
the 
Greeks 
choose, we may be sure it will be 
one which the people run them ­ 
selves. 
Tliey. won t return to the 
terrible repression of tile dictator­ 
ship which existed under the able 
but hard General Metaxas. 
Mean­ 
time, King George is in Cairo await­ 
ing the chance to resume his throne. 
Inspired By Hitler 
Neighboring Bulgaria, whose King 
Boris was assassinated recently, is in 
a state of political upheaval. 
Many 
Bulgarians 
lean 
strongly 
towards 
Russia. 
Rumania, 
now 
ruled by 
Marshal Ion Antoncscu as puppet 
for Hitler, w ill revolt as soon as the 
fuehrer’s hand is raised from the 
unhappy land. 
Western Europe is likely to pro­ 
duce 
e v e n 
m o r e 
far-reaching 
changes. 
A great political storm is 
brewing in France, and it will be 
fortunate indeed if it is restricted 
to a quarrel of words. 
Over tile 
French border in Spain. General­ 
issimo Franco's little boat is rocking. 
Tile greatest change, of course, is 
coming in Germany—forced by tile 
Allies. We naturally don t see many 
signs of political strife there now. 
but the end of the war Is likely to 
bring a terrific storm. 
Som e say Hitler is inspiring the 
political fights in other countries. 
It strikes me he merely is exploit­ 
ing situations which already existed.

Philadelphia, Oct. 28 (AP) — A 


statement sharply criticizing the 
manner in which the injured were 
handled by Civilian Defense volun- 
teers in the Labor Day wreck of the 
Pennsylvania

sional Limited was read to the staff 
of Episcopal hospital by Dr. Whar- 
ton Sinkler, chief resident, last 
night. 


"Not one of the injured received 


at Episcopal hospital had received 
first aid at the scene of the wreck,"

of all the injured received blood 
plasma at the scene. The civilian 
defense volunteers did not adminis- 
ter first aid, but brought patients 
hi without"any splints, without hav- 
ing administered morphine, and in 
great pain.

Dear Sirs: 


Today the heavens have opened 


and the deluge has come. 
Fortu- 


nately the work today is in the of- 
fice. That is not always true and 
thorough drenclungs are the rule 
rather-than the exception. 


Recently while on a preaching tour 


to several outlying units I had a few 
free hours which I spent wandering 
along native trails. It was a real 
opportunity to observe at close range 
these peculiar Papuan Malaynesians 
Perhaps some of your readers will be 
interested in a brief description of 
our newly made friends. 
Without 


exception the native carries a dis- 
tinctive odor of rancid coconut oil. 
This is apparent as soen as one ap- 
proaches a native village. At first 
it is very nauseating'. As a matter 
of fact it'still causes me to wrinkle 
iny nose 'after being in close prox- 
imity to it for more than half a 
year. The odor comes from the ap- 
plication of coconut oil to their 
bushy hair to make it manageable 
and shiny. Although normally some 
have 
copper-colored 
hair, many 


bleach their black hair with lime 
juice to ludicrous light shades. There 
are many of them still fierce-looking 
because they tatoo their faces. As a 
student of human nature I often 
wonder what" they think of their 
paleskm brother. 


As a "missionary to the soldier" I 


am known by the cross on my collar 
to them, I made the acquaintance 
of a fine young native missionary 
and his •wife. Their Christian in- 
struction has not influenced many 
to cover a greater portion of their 
bodies •with more clothes. The wife 
of the missionary sported a grass 
skirt—no less and no more. This 
noble couple was devoting their lives 
to the Christian and 
elementary 


secular instruction* of the other 
members of the village. 


The mission compound consists of 


a chapel, schoolhbusft and hospital. 
All leave %-ery much to be desired 
from our standpoint but tftesg build- 
ings are all on a par.with or better 
than the average native huts 
They 


serve their purpose and that is all 
that is necessary. The interesting 
thing to me is the attitude of the 
soldier 
toward 
these 
missionary 


projects. ' Some who formerly ques- 
tioned the value of missions because 
they had never had the privilege of 
seeing one in operation have now en- 
tirely reversed their opinion. The 
men can now observe at first hand 
the remarkable changes that have 
been wrought in human nature by 
the teachings of Christ. Three gen- 
erations ago it would have been as 
dangerous to wait these trails as it 
as now to confront the Japs in the 
jungles. Then, many of the natives 
•were cannibals and more than one 
IT. S. soldier would have graced their 
pots or made palatable steaks 
To- 


day the meeting- of a native or even 
a group of them on a lonely jungle 
trail by one white man brings no 
fear to either party. 
The native 


sees in us his friend and helper and 
his face lights up in a ready smile 
at each encounter. They are quick 
to learn and to imitate so we often 
receive a snappy salute when meet- 
nog them. You, who are missionary 
minded, will receive a vast army of 
enthusiastic supporters when "John- 
ny Comes lurching Home "

will have to bid you a fond farewell 
for this time. The paper continues

NAZI STUPIDITY 


To Hitler's "master ra«e," led 


by murderers and torturers, goes 
the all-time award for stupidity, 
says The Philadelphia Inquirer 
in an editorial Thursday. 


The Nazis plainly are inca- 


pable of learning anything except 
new forms of depravity, new 
extremes in killing and plunder- 
ing. 


In June, 1942, the Huns cre- 


ated world-wide revulsion and 
horror by wiping out the little 
town of Lidice in Czechoslo- 
vakia and slaughtering its in- 
habitants. 


By that ruthless act of re- 


prisal they outraged all civiliza- 
tion and swelled the awful list 
of crimes for which they must 
eventually pay in full.

But, teaming nothing from 


humanity's furious protests over 
Lidice, the Nazi barbarians have 
done it again, this time leveling 
with flame-throwers the Italian 
town of Boves, where Italian 
guerilla troops had overcome the 
German garrison and carried 
four 
Nazi soldiers 
into 
the 


mountains. 


Nor is Boves a lone case in 


Italy. 
When British advance 


guards 
routed 
the Germans 


from Sparanise, the villagers 
ran 
from their homes and 


greeted the Allied soldiers with 
joy. But next day a German 
counter-attack drove the British 
from the town and the Nazis 
mowed down, with a rain of 
tommy-gun bullets, the people 
who had welcomed the British. 


In Naples the retreating Ger- 


mans butchered civilians and 
burned university buildings and 
the Royal Society library. From 
town after town on the roads 
north of Naples come harrowing 
stories of Nazi cruelty and wan- 
ton destruction.

In Denmark the Nazis are 


seizing furniture and household 
goods for the use • of families 
back home in Germany who 
have been bombed-out in Allied 
raids. 
These exactions can be 


classified as nothing but outright 
thievery. 


According to new estimates 


just tabulated in London, the 
Germans have netted about $18,- 
000,000.000 by their occupation 
of the enslaved countries and 
are now collecting tribute from 
the conquered at a yearly rate 
of about $4,800,000,000. In terms

maintenance, will be to find suffi- 
cient men to operate the highway 
equipment and fill road crews in 
event of severe snow or sleet storms. 


Short Of Manpower 


The war has made great inroads 


on the maintenance crews in this 
area and Mr. Kendlehart said he 
would have difficulty getting full 
crews for the work, should an extra 
heavy fall of snow strike this coun- 
ty. 


State Secretary of Highways John 


U. Shroyer said: "Our equipment 
is adequate and our maintenance 
force can be mobilized quickly, even 
if it snows tomorrow." 


He said that $4,265,000 has been 


allocated for the snow removal pro- 
gram this winter. This is $130,304 
less than last year's sum. The 
money will be used to keep 19,954 
miles of primary and secondary 
roads cleared compared to 19,913 
miles last winter. 
Philadelphia is 


the only county where the state 
does not maintain a snow removal 
program. 


40 Cars of Cinders

beginning to rend numerous Euro- 
pean countries—even those which 
are struggling for their ..lives with 
the Hitlerites—is symptomatic of 
vast political changes which the 
war's end will bring in many parts 
of the tortured continent. 


The outstanding example of the 


moment is Yugoslavia, one of the 
world's bravest little nations, whose 
quarrel among brothers is in the 
news again today. 
But volcanic 


rumblings in many other countries 
Indicate a coming upheaval. 


The Europe which we knew before 


this war is on its way out—in fact, 
it already has gone, and closed the 
door behind it. We can't see yet 
whether it will be a better Europe, 
but it will be a different one. 


Peril of Later Wars 


Is there anything we can do about 


it? Not much, it seems, excepting 
to safeguard the country' involved 
from outside interference during its 
travail. 
Self-determination must 


take its course, so long as it is 
headed for democracy. Indeed, if 
any of the big three—America, 
Britain or Russia—should attempt 
to impose its own political ideas" it 
might produce an Allied rupture 
which would result in another war.

CARTEL BARED 


Trenton, N. J., Oct. 29 (AP)—A 


Justice Department charge that a 
New Jersey firm agreed with a Ger- 
man corporation to split the world's 
pharmaceutical chemical trade han- 
dled by the two companies was on 
record today in Federal Court. 


The department filed a civil'com- 


plaint,, yesterday charging Merck 
and Companyof Rahway, New Jer- 
sey, and E. Merck chemical works 
of Darmstadt, Germany, with viola- 
tion of anti-trust laws» 


A cartel agreement between the 


two concerns, said the Justice De- 
partment, 
covered 
approximately 


400 chemicals and Pharmaceuticals, 
including sulfa drugs, quinines, vita- 
mins; narcotics and mercurials. The 
New Jersey compairy was described 
in the complaint as the largest pro- 
ducer of pharmaceutical chemicals 
in the United States. 


Defendants named in the suit 


were Merck and Company; G. W. 
Merck, its president, and Powers-' 
Weightman - Rosengarten Corpora- 
tion, a Merck subsidiary with offices 
at Rahway. 


The Justice Department described 


the complaint as another step in 
the drive against the cartel system, 
and listed as co-conspirators the 
German chemical works and three 
of its members, including Dr. Karl 
Merck.

I t would be rather annoying to 
the postal officials, and also a lack 
of consideration on my behalf in 
regard to their convenience, if I 
w’ere not to request you to alter my 
mailing address on future issues of 
the Times.

India, where it so happens I pres­ 
ently find myself, is a very old coun­ 
try. full of passively-possessed indi­ 
viduals with a view’ of living far re­ 
moved from that ideal which all 
Americans hold dear.

This 
is something for the habitual pessi­ 
mist to meditate upon, for who in 
America would be willing to change 
places with thc Indians and live un­ 
der their present standard of living? 
W ithin my scope of comprehen­ 
sion. there is but one Yank from 
Gettysburg’s vicinity, beside myself, 
who is now here in India under the 
Tenth Air Force. If there happens 
to be any of my buddies here in 
India beside Cpl. William Moose, I 
would be very’ grateful to learn all 
of the facts. 
As far as my personal wrell-bcing 
is concerned, I couldn’t possibly be 
much more at ease with the world 
Our menu, I believe I am safe in 
saying, is an equal or better than 
the menus we had in the States. We 
can also boast of running water, 
showers, electric lights and a jeep 
in which we can ride to and from 
our day s work.

Here I am safe and sound in 
England. 
Ive found tills country 
very interesting. 
It 
sure 
seems 
funny to see automobiles Agoing up 
and down the road on thc opposite 
side which we drive on. They also 
have the right hand drive. 
Now a word about their money. 
W hen we got here we exchanged 
money. They gave me a whole hand 
full of stuff I didn’t know from 
heads or tails. 
So I went to town, 
bought a few things, asked them 
how much. For instance they said 
six pence. I just held out my hand 
and they took what they wanted. 
ITI tell you the way I learned the 
money—it was in a poker game. A 
one pound note equals about four 
dollars in our money. You can have 
a whole pocket full of change and 
still you won’t have much. 
Two 
6 pence equals one shilling. Their 
pennies are as large as our half 
dollars. Then they have ten shill­ 
ing notes. 
Two of them make a 
pound note. 
We are rationed about the same 
as you civilians are back home. We 
have ration cards which we buy 
things at the P.X. 
These are the rations we get for 
two weeks: 14 packs of cigarettes; 
4 razor blades; 2 cakes of soap; 4 
boxes of matches; 2 packs of gum; 
4 bars of candy; 4 packs of cakes. 
There are a few other items you 
don’t have to have rationed. 
I was sitting in a restaurant Sun­ 
day and a civilian came in and 
asked for a platter with butter. 
The waiter Just about threw him 
out. 
We get plenty to eat and a good 
place to sleep. 
I can't say much 
more or I will be string awa}’ mili­ 
tary information.

Mr. Shields offered letters from two 
lumbermen valuing the timber on 
the 23-acre tract at $1,300 and $1,000, 
the latter figure applying only to 
trees measuring 10 inches or more 
in diameter. 


U. S. Attorney Here 


Mr. Shields himself, valued the 


property at from $3,000 to $3,500 
"taking into consideration the tim- 
ber and its suitability as a cottage 
and home site." 


At the hearing two years ago, 


Shields valued the property, then 
involving 28 acres, at $3.000. He 
said he had been offered that sum 
for it in 1939. He testified he gave 
$500 and "other considerations" for 
the land.

Donor service in an attempt to in- 
crease the number of donors at the 
October visit of the Red Cross mo- 
bile unit scheduled for Friday at 
Chrisc Lutheran church, Gettysburg. 


Increased need for plazma brought 


about by the Italian and Sicilian 
campaigns has caused the Red Cross 
to ask Uiat the number of donors 
be increased at each station in order 
to replenish the blood bank estab- 
lished by the Red Cross for use by 
America's fighting men, Mr Lippy 
said 


"If the Red Cross is to meet the 


demands made—if every man who 
needs plazma to save his life is to 
obtain it—then every donor station 
must increase the number of donors 
by 30 or 40 each session," the Red 
Cross chairman asserted. "Sufficient 
appointments have been made to nil 
every minute of the period during 
which the doctors and nurses are 
here, and if everyone keeps Ills ap- 
pointment the county will give its 
share of blood." 


"We have been averaging more 


than 100 pints of blood a month, 
and that number should rise to 150 
or better this month. We made the 
number of appointments larger than 
that figure because some will be 
turned down for colds, and other 
slight illnesses. However, it is im- 
perative at this time that every one 
for whom an appointment was made 
be present to give blood in order that 
the number will not fall below the 
required figure. 


"Every effort nas been made to 


make the hour for ghmg the dona- 
tion convenient and anyone who 
cannot come at the hour set on his 
card should call me immediately so 
the hour can be changed." Mr. Lippy 
said

Dear Sirs: 


Today the heavens have opened 


and the deluge has come. FortUr 
nately the work today is in the of- 
fice. That is not always true and 
thorough drenchings are the rule 
rather than the exception. 


Recently while on a preaching tour 


to several outlying -units I had a few 
free hours which I spent wandering 
along native trails. It was a real 
opportunity to observe at close range 
these peculiar Papuan Malaynesians. 
Perhaps some of- your readers will be 
Interested in a brief description of 
our newly made friends. 
Without 


exception the native carries a dis- 
tinctive odor of rancid coconut > oil. 
This is apparent as soon as one ap- 
prt>aches a native village. At first 
It is very nauseating. As a matter 
of fact it still causes me to wrinkle 
my nose after being In close prox- 
imity to it for more than half a 
year. The odor comes from the ap- 
plication of coconut oil to their 
bushy hair to make it manageable 
and shiny. Although normally some 
have copper-colored 
hah-, many 


bleach their black hair' with lime 
juice to ludicrous light shades. There 
are many of them still fierce-looking 
because they tatoo then- faces. As a 
student of human nature I often 
wonder what they think of their 
paleskin brother. 


As a "missionary to the soldier1.' I 


am known by the cross on my collar 
to them, I made the acquaintance 
of a fine young native missionary 
and his wife. Then- Christian In- 
struction has not influenced many 
;o cover a greater portion of their 
jodies with more clothes. The wife 
of the missionary sported a grass 
skirt—no less and no more. This 
noble couple was devoting then- lives 
to the Christian and elementary 
secular 'instruction of the other 
members of the village. 


The mission compound consists of 


a chapel, schoolhouse and hospital. 
All leave very much to be desired 
:rom our standpoint but these build- 
ings are «U on a par with or better 
than the average native huts. They 
serve their .purpose and that is -all 
ihat is necessary. The interesting 
thing to me is the attitude of the 
soldier toward these missionary 
jrojects. Some who formerly ques- 
;loned the value of missions because 
;hey had never had the privilege of 
seeing one in. operation have now en- 
;irely -reversed their opinion The 
men -can -now observe at '-first hand 
;he remarkable .changes thai; have 
aeen wrought in human nature by 
the teachings of Christ. Three gen- 
erations ago it would have been as 
dangerous to walk these trails as it 
is now to confront the Japs in the 
jungles. Then, many of the natives 
were cannibals and more than one 
U. S. soldier would have graced their 
pots or made palatable steaks. To- 
day the meeting of a native or even 
a group of them on a lonely jungle 
trail by one white man brings no 
fear to either party. 
The native 


sees in us his-friend and helper and 
his face lights up in a ready smile 
at each encounter. They are quick 
to learn and to imitate so we often 
receive a snappy salute when meet- 
ing them. You, who are missionary 
minded, will receive a vast army of 
enthusiastic supporters when "John- 
ny Comes Marching Home." 


Work is calling to Tie done so we 


will have to bid you a fond farewell 
for this time. The paper continues 
to find its way to this distant out- 
post and it never fails to bring de- 
light.

Here I am safe and sound in 


England. 
I've found this country 


very interesting-. It

funny to see automobiles "going up 
and dowji the road on the opposite 
side which we drive on. They also 
have the right hand drive. 


Now a word about their money. 


When we got here we .exchanged 
money. They gave me a whole hand 
full of stuff I didn't know from 
heads or tails. So I went to town, 
bought a few things, asked them 
how much. For Instance they said 
six pence. I just held out my hand 
and they took what they wanted. 
Ill tell you the way I learned the 
money—it was in a poker game. A 
one pound note equals about four 
dollars in our money. You can have 
a whole pocket full of change and 
still you won't have much. Two 
6 pence equals one shilling. Their 
pennies are as large as our half 
dollars. Then they have ten shill- 
ing notes.

a 


course of instruction given by the 
production chairman, Mrs. LeRoy 
H. Winebrenner^ and arrangements 
were completed to have 500 pounds 
of cotton ready for the volunteer 
workers when they began their daily 
sessions this Wednesday afternoon. 


Because of the thousands of sur- 


gical dressings to be made, many 
more volunteers are needed to com- 
plete the work, ,Mrs. Winebrermer 
said Tuesday. Facilities for a much 
larger number of workers are avail- 
able at the present time and more 
women will be needed to keep up 
the production now that a larger 
dressing Is to be made. 


While praising those who have 


been engaged hi 'he work, many 
since its inception, Mrs. Winebren- 
ner pointed out that the workers 
need assistance if they are to meet 
their quotas.

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STORY OF MAIL 
PLANE'S CRASH 


Bryan, in an interview with a re- 


porter for The Gettysburg Times 
Tuesday afternoon at the sanatorium 
gave the following account of the 
crash: 


Flew by Instruments 


"We left Chambersburg in the 


rain and heavy clouds. The air 
was turbulent. W« flew on in- 
stncaents several thousand feet 
above the mountains. 
I have 


often flown the rout* on instru- 
ments during the more than 
a year FVe been on this route. 
When I reached a place where 
I believed we were over the 
mountains I decided to go down 
to see if we could get under the 
clouds,

The wing crumpled and 
the plane turned clear around, 
throwing the motor to one side, 


"We had just installed new 


safety belts and they saved our 
lives. Casbarro broke his belt 
from the force of the landing 
and flew into the side of mail 
bag. My belt held. 


Foot Caught in Pedal 


"Both of us were dazed and 


we sat there for some time be- 
fore we attempted to get out 
of the plane. When I tried to 
move I found that my foot, 
which bad been in the rudder 
pedal, had been caught by the 
form on the pedal and I had 
some difficulty in freeing it. 


"Only the sturdy construction 


of the plane and the new safe- 
ty belts saved us; That plane 
could really take it."
